Must Give Up Hope for Aid. Boers Have Strong 


Positions on Every Side of City. Some Re- 


ports Placed Killed at Spion Eop as 


High as 2000. Leyds in Berlin 


London, Jan. SO.—All eyes are now 


turned on Ladysmith. 
The surrender 


or capture of the unfortunate garrison 
Is looked for at any moment. 


Rumors have been current that, at the 


luggestion of General Roberts, General 
White had been signalled by heliograph 
to either surrender or endeavor to cut 
his way out of Ladysmith, just as .he 
thought best. 


The complete failure of General Bul- 


ler's relief movement means, of coarse, 
that Ladysmith is left to its fate. That 
It is possible for the town to hold out 
any longer is doubted. 
Last week it 


Is said that General White signalled 
that he was in the most desperate 
straits, and that the relief column could 
not come a moment too soon. 


It is stated, too, that General White 


felt so confident that Buller would re- 
lieve him that during the week pre- 
ceding the disaster at Spion kop he 
dealt out what stores remained in in- 
creased quantities, ae 'ie then calculated 
that he had about enough a 'ast at that 
rate until Buller arrived. 


The war office refuses to say whether 


Dr not General White has been asked 
to try to cut his way out or surrender, 
but the general feeling is that there 
is nothing e!se for him to do. 
In any 


case he is placed in an awful dilemma. 
A. surrender would be a further great 
humiliation for England, though it is 
pointed out that the garrison could 
Buffer no loss of honor or prestige be- 
cause~of the heroic stand it has made. 


On the other hand' an attempt by 


White to cut his way through would 
mean, it is thought, the destruction of 
perhaps half his command and the in- 
evitable capture of the remainder. 


'Military experts say that It wouid be 
an utter impossibility for General Whita 
to cut his way out under the pres- 
ent conditions, and considering the 
^reat strength of the Boers on all sides 
of him. 
It is pointed out that the only 


time when he had a possible chance was 
!wrhen General Buller was attacking tbs 
Boer positions on the Tugela, last week. 


The fact that not a move was made 


fcy the garrison at that time is pointed 
nut as showing how close the Boer In- 
vestment was. 
In fact, it is stated 


that the Boers felt so confident of their 
strength and their ability to drive Bul- 
ler back tlw.t they did not withdraw a 
man or a gun from the forces investing 
I^adysmlth. 


As matters stand now, the Boers have 


Strong positions on every sf3e of Lady- 
smith. 
No matter at what point Gen- 


eral White attempted to get out he 
would be pounced upon and crushed by 
overwhelming forces.

Rumors grow regarding awful British 


losses in the fighting at Spion kop. 
Borne reports have placed the number 
of dead as high as 2000. 
General Bul- 


ler has not sent any complete list-, the 
only list sent being of the officers killed 
and wounded.

Bryan and party left here at S o'clock 
this morning for Boston, escorted by a 
delegation from the Bryan, club ajid 
the Massachusetts committee. 


Bryan In lloston 


Boston, Jan. 30—William j. Bryan

Congressman Lentz of Ohio ar- 


rived here from Providence on the 9.18 
train this morning-, escorted by dele- 
gations from the Bryan club and the 
state committee. 


About 300 cheered Mr. Bryan at the 


depot. 


The Nebrastean was escorted to the 


American house where another crowd 
cheered him. 


A reception and breakfast followed. 
Breakfast was tendered by the Bryan 


club, whose iresident, George 
burn presided. 


Provldeitce, Jan. 30.—William J. Bryan 


arrived here at 8:05 o'clock last evening 
and was driven at once to Infantry hall, 
where an immense crowd bad gathered. 
He was accompanied by Mayor Green of 
Woonsocket aad Mayor Fitzgerald of 
Pawtucket. At the hall he was intro- 
duced to the members of the state com- 
mittee of Rhode Island and to a delega- 
tion from Boston. 


Mr. Bryan spoke three times yester- 


day, 
at Pawtucket and Woonsocket in 


the afternoon and this city in the even- 
ing. As Rhode Island is just on the eve 
of a gubernatorial campaign, which will 
close with an election in April, Mr. 
Bryan's coming is timely for the Demo- 
cratic party. 


His chief address last night is con- 


sidered the first of a. series of rallliis ar- 
ranged by the Democratic state com- 
mittee in its effort to carry the state. 
Moreover, as the legislature meets to- 
day, the gathering brought together 
prominent mem of both parties from all 
over the state. 


The speech of the evening, the third 


delivered by Mr. Bryan 
within six 


hours, like the two previously given, 
was listened to by an audience that 
taxed the capacity of the hall to the ut- 
most. 
There was plenty of music and 


enthusiasm. 
Congressman Leitz, who 


is a. member of Colonel Bryan's party, 
also made a speech at the meeting here. 


Congressman Lentz 
devoted con- 


siderable attention to'-'thet positi«i of 
the administration toward the Philip- 
pines, assailing it in vigorous terms. 


The audience rose, en masse as Mr. 


Bryan was ushered upon the platform 
and introduced. Mr. Bryan said that the 
trouble with our people in the east Is 
that they are not as well supplied with 
the newspapers which deal rightly with 
the people as our opponents are. and our 
opponents are all the time talking as if 
there was but one side to this question, 
and that there was complete acquies- 
cence on the part of the people to the 
Republican policy. Men differ as to the 
relative importance of the questions now 
before the people. Lincoln warned hii 
countrymen against the approach of a 
monarchical system which 
frightened 


him. He said it was an attempt to put 
capital upon an equal footing with labor 
in 
the construction OL government. 


Lincoln represented the Republicans of 
his day; Hamia that of today. And the 
gulf between Lincolnl?m and Hanna- 
ism is as wide as the gulf that separated 
Lazarus in Abraham's bosom from lives 
in torment. 


"Do you call the last election avictory 


for the gold standard? I deny rhat it 
was. The Republics'-, party did not vote 
for the gold standard, because in its 
platform "it said that it would do what it 
could to restore bimetallism by interna- 
tional agreement. It made no promise. 
Secretary Gage's communication to the 
senate, giving letters from the national 
banks and the financial bill now before 
'congress show clearly the predominant 
idea of the Republican administration. 
The scheme is favoritism." 


In regard to trusts, Mr. Bryan said: 


"Some Republican papers declare that 
the trust is a good thing. Mr. Hanna 
has declared that there are no trusts; 
that there are no bad trusts, and that 
if they are bad we can take care of them. 
The people had not begun to feel in 1S98 
the effects of the ti usts. but I think they 
do now. If conditions continue the tim« 
is not far distant when one corporation 
will own all the cotton mills, the iron 
mills and the woolen mills. This con- 
solidation is going on in every branch of 
business and it has recently been sug- 
gested that we ought to have central 
banks with branches. The Republican 
party dare not push this just at present, 
because the people ciu'd r.ct stand it. 
The tendency of the Tie publican pai'ty 
is towards the encouragement of these 
great aggregations of wealth." 


Mr. Bryan then stated what in his 


mind Is the remedy for the continued 
growth of trusts—the limiting of trust 
licenses by the federal government and 
the confinement ot their operations to 
one particular state, and also the abso- 
lute eliminationi of water. 


Turning his attention to imperialism, 


Mr. Bryan stated that President Mc- 
Kinley said that la« had no doubt that 
congress would japply to the Philip- 
pines a government that would bring 
them blessings. 


Mr. Bryan reviewed at some length 


the arguments he had previously made 
on this subject,,,and in speaking of his 
claim that the white people would not 
live and worfclim a tropical climate, said: 
"If you think the English like to live in 
India let me remind you that even now, 
When England needs more soldiers in 
South Africa (and God grant that she 
may need more than she can ever send) 
fche cannot send over to India to get 
soldiers. Do you think England went 
to India to educate them? Even now, 
after all her years of occupation, less 
than 5 percent of the whole population 
can read and write, and there is not a 
native paper In India that supports the 
English government. 


"If we prosecute a war of conquest we 


will not teach the Filipino to write lest 
they should read the Declaration of In- 
dependence for themselves. As we set- 
tle the Philippi.ne question this shall we 
determine, whether this nation shall 
atand before the world as an exponent ot

Sick and iv'onnded Within the Boer 


Line» Greatly In li'eed of Attention. 
Plenty ot Nnraes, but Few 
Sur- 


geons—All Supplies Will lie Sent 
Free by Steamer. 
Red Cross succor for the wounded 


and sick within the lines of the Boers 
is urgently needed. America has been 
appealed to for help, and the American 
committee to aid Red Cross work in 
South Africa has been formed. It in 
turn has appointed subcommittees in 
many parts of the country, and those 
who would send the means of help 
must give, aud give quickly, if tboy 
would accomplish, their objects. 


This call for help has not come from 


•within the British lines, for the Brit- 
ish army has gone into the field well 
supplied with everything to care for 
those disabled by wounds or disease. 
It has been sent forth on behalf of the 
Boers of the Transvaal and of the Or- 
ange Free State and of the British 
wounded prisoners within tbeir lines, 
all of whom are declared to be but In- 
differently supplied with even the mere 
necessities in such eases and to be 
short particularly of surgeon's medi- 
cines, surgical appliances and special 
food for the sick. 


The first suggestion for the forma- 


tion of the American committee to get 
aid for the Red Cross within the Boer 
lines came from an Englishman, a 
friend of Treasurer Tunis G. Bergen, 
about a month ago. He said he had 
knowledge not only that there was a 
great shortage of the needed supplies 
within the Transvaal and Orange Free 
state, but that the large number of 
English wounded who were falling 
into the hands of the Boers was adding 
much to the troubles there. 


Already the committee had cabled to 


Holland between $2,000 and §3,000, 
which was in hand and sorely needed 
for fitting out ambulances, and Its sub- 
committees in several places have no- 
tified it that they either have sums 
ready to forward, some of which are 
almost as large, or that they have sent 
the money on direct to the Netherlands 
Red Cross. 


It is money that Is wanted most at 


this time Mr. Bergen says. The ques- 
tion of what was needed and how to 
get supplies to the front was one of 
the first that the committee had to get 
settled. 
It was found that to send 


supplies direct from here could be 
done only at .i great disadvantage and 
that as the Netherlands Red Cross 
was already in the field it would be 
better to send all aid to that organiza- 
tion, thus Insuring n prompt and effi- 
cient carryir^ out oi the purpose. This 
is what is being done. 
A.hatever is 


needed in the way of manu. ictured 
articles, which includes all d. ugs, med- 
icines and surgical apgDances as well 
as luxuries for sick pec^le, are bougtt 
in Europe and forwarded by the most 
direct lines to the Portuguese port at 
Delagoa Day and from there sent to 
the front in the Transvaal, Natal and 
the Orange Free State. Of nurses, It 
is said there are plenty to be found 
among the Boer women, but there is a 
great scarcity of surgeons, and many 
of these are being pressed forward 
from Europe. 
A number here have 


signified their willingness to go to the 
front in South Africa, but the commit- 
tee has as yet seen no way of accept- 
ing their services.

communication to the American com- 
mittee, in which he says: 


"We wish it to be distinctly undeiv 


stood that all the help we send goes 
under the broad flag of the Red Cross 
and is meant for relief to aU who need 
it in the Boer republics, no matter 
whether it be Transvaal or Orange 
Free State. * * * The needs are great, 
and the gifts in money are specially 
welcome, as they enable us to send out 
fortnightly or monthly the necessary 
supplementary provisions, surgical and 
nutritious. All manner of help is, in 
this case, of the utmost importance 
and will be gratefully acknowledged."' 


Besides the work which is being done 


through the committee and its subcom- 
mittees, many contributions are being 
gathered by independent bodies or are 
sent by the donors direct to the treas- 
urer of the Netherlands Red Cross, all 
aiding toward the common humani- 
tarian purpose. 


While the immediate needs within 


the Boer li»es may best be met by con- 
tributions of money, gifts of clothing 
nnd supplies will be equally welcome 
for later relief, and these are being 
gathered by some of the branch organi- 
sations. These will be sept by tho cen- 
tral committee to the headquarters of 
the Netherlands Red Cross and from 
there they will bo forwarded free of 
tharge by steamer to the Boers by way 
of the Portuguese ports.

It was hot, villainously hot. So was

The Sense of Taste. 


That the intensity of one sense ia 


increased by the action of other senses 
is a fact which is well illustrated by 
the sense of taste. A cold coin feels 
heavier than one that has been slight- 
ly warmed by being carried in the 
pocket, and what is true here of touch 
is just as true of taste. «Warm vinegar, 
warm sugar, warm solutions of salt 
taste less sour, sweet or salty than 
when cold. If you put a slight solution 
of salt or quinine into a sugar solution 
of a certain sweetness, the sweetness 
will seem much greater. Cooks and 
confectioners are well awn re of this 
fact, for they always add to sweet con- 
fections some bitter substance, just as 
the perfumers put into perfumes of 
all kinds at least a little rnu^k. 


The cook tries to "lift" or "fill" the 


taste, as they say, just as the perfumer 
tries to do with the sense of smell, 
and as in acoustics the bass drum or 
bass vim forms a kind of background 
for the tone of coloring. On the other 
hand, if a mixture is made too i*weet, 
without auy contrasting elements, the 
quality of sweetness is lost, some- 
thing like Milton's "darkness from ex- 
cess of light." 
The effect of cold in 


reducing the intensity of sweetness is 
well known to any one who has manu- 
factured ice cream at home. If you 
don't make the cream a little too 
sweet before freezing, it will not be 
sweet enough after the freezing proc- 
ess.

TOWER OF LONDON. 


Repairs That Are Being; Made on 


That Venerable StrtJetnre. 


That venerable part of the tower of 


London known as the bloody tower is 
undergoing considerable repairs at the 
hands of the masons. The upper por- 
tion of it, which faces Traitor's gate, 
has been refaced in parts, pointed and 
colored to resemble age. The building 
is to be restored all around, says the 
London News. 
Chalk in large blocks 


enters largely into the composition of 
the inner parts of the walls and is de- 
clared by the masons to be.as hard as, 
if not harder than, ever it was. 
Some 


parts of the wall by the tower are 14 
feet thiok. 


The greater part of the outer surface 


of the bloody tower, like that of the 
bell tower and some others, has, since 
the year 1S32, been plastered over at 
various times with Roman cement, in- 
to which shallow portions of flint have 
been superficially imbedded. This was 
in rough imitation of the old, solid flint 
work of ancient times, which actually 
formed parts of walls, and is seen in 
perfection in St. Saviour's, Southwark, 
and as it was calculated to deceive and 
became dangerous through its rotten- 
ness—the pints falling and so on—it 
was all removed. The lower portion of 
the tower, built of square blocks of 
ashlar stone, has had a lot of super- 
fluous Roman cement stripped from it 
and looks somewhat incongruous in 
comparison with the upper part, which 
is ot the irregular order of masonry, 
but that is unavoidable and may in a 
treasure yet be remedied. 


Restorations and repairs have often 


been carelessly done in much earlier 
years. For instance, the doorway that 
led from Raleigh's walk directly to the 
room in the bloody tower in which the 
infant princes were supposed to have 
been murdered had been bricked up 
from the inside to give support to a 
portion of the tower. This has all been 
removed and the tower strengthened In 
a more reverential way. The old oak 
floor, with its heavy fastenings, which 
had been covered by the wall, lies 
now on its side on the wall and when 
the rottenness at the bottom is repair- 
ed is to be restored to its place. It 
was through this doorway that Digh- 
ton, 
Forrest and Tyrell are said to 


have passed to their fearful work. Ra- 
leigh, Crannier and Ridley have cer- 
tainly passed through it when prison- 
ers hero in tbe tower, and Cranmer 
often, when he daily took his dinner 
with the lieutenant of the fortress. So 
oay the authorities. 
Portions of the 


old houses, which are to be seen above 
that part of the battlements known as 
Queen Elizabeth's1 walk, which con- 
nects the Bell and Beauohamp towers, 
lire also undergoing restoration. It ia 
said that Queen Elizabeth used this 
walk when she was a prisoner In tho 
Bell tower; hence its name. The old 
bouses had sunk quke 15 inches and 
had to be raised to their proper height 
by hydraulic means.

been seen to in time they would in all 
probability have tirnbled down and

lie tells an enturtainiug 


story of the battalion stampeding be- 
cause a soldier had a "snalce" dream 
and yelled when it was thought he was 
giving an alarm of bolor.ien. He also 
tells of stealing a hog and that, after a 
ceremonious trial, he was sentenced to 
cut wood to cook it and that the colo- 
nel sent for part of it. The letter was 
from Patotan, Philippine Islands, and 
says in part: 


"We were in a fight near here a 


week ago. 
Tho Filipinos tore loose 


about daylight at Camp F with a can- 
non. 
Oh, how it did bark and how tbe 


'Gogoes' did yell! The officers of both 
armies commenced to shout their com- 
mands, and all that could be heard 
for a. few moments were tbe trumpets. 
The Filipinos had three in front of our 
company. Company F, and we could 
hear a loud yell, and then 
their 


trumpets would sound. One trumpet 
is all there is to a company in our 
army, and it is the same with them, 
showing that there were three compa- 
nies in front of us.

"I saw the artillery making a flying 


charge to the front that was tbe finest 
thing I ever saw. I have seen imita- 
tions, but it is nothing compared to the 
real thing. The battle was soon won. 
Our company lost three killed and four 
wounded. 
We marched on the nest 


day to Cabitu, but did not have any 
fight and the following day fell back 
to Santa Barber. 
The day after we 


started for this place. 


"The first night we found tbat a 


bridge had been burned, so we camp- 
ed in the open, with timber on one side 
of us. I fixed my litter under a bam- 
boo bush and was thinking of bolomen 
before I went to sleep. I had not been 
asleep long wlr,-*) some one let out a 
ioud yell. The first thought I had was 
bolomeii in the brush, and, oh, my, I 
went straigfit up and lit in the middle 
of the road, which was full of sharp 
rocks. Several of us were jumping up 
and down and yelling 'Bolomen!' and 
there was a general stampede in Com- 
pany F. The cause of it all was that 
some fellow was thinking of snakes 
before he went to sleep, and a little 
frog dropped on his hand, and he 
thought it was a snake, so he let out 
the first yell, which almost put the en- 
tire battalion 'on a stampede. I did not 
get over the scare for some time. When 
the scare subsided, there was a roar of 
laughter all over the camp. Well, it 
was something funny, some yelling 
'Bolomen!' and some yelling 'Snakes!' 


"Our rations were falling a little 


short, and we had strict orders not to 
steel anything, like chickens, hogs, etc.

SECRETARY GAGE TRANSITS 


REPLY TO THE SENAT 


Bis Dealings with the National City Bank are Further 


Explained, British Consul at New Orleans 


Is Now Under Fire

Washington, Jan. 30.—Secretary Gage | 


yesterday ^transmitted to the senate his 
reply 'to the resolution asking further | 
Information as to his dealings -with the ' 
National City bank of New York. He 
states that he believes he fully answered 
the resolution in a previous report on the 
same subject. 


He fails to find ifl the treasury depart- 


ment any record of an answer to A. P. 
Hepburn, and he recalls a conversation 
with Mr. Hepburn relative to such a 
letter. He believes no agreement was 
made "by the department with any per- 
sons with reference to the subject matter 
of said letter. The secretary calls atten- 
tion to the necessity which a.rose for dis- 
posing of a large sum of money. He 
found that the National City bank could 
readily qualify to receive a large amount, 
by the deposit of public bonds, and the 
bank became the original recipient and 
distributor of theraoney, which amount- 
ed to $58,448,223, revived from the settle- 
ment of Pacific railway debt. As fast 
as other banks qualified a share of the 
fund was transferred to them. 


The secretary believes 
his action 


averted a disturbance which might have 
spread throughout the 
whole com- 


mercial and industrial world, and caused 
great disaster and distress to laboring 
classes by throwing- them out of em- 
ployment by clo&ing- factories and mills. 
He believed the action was best for the 
general Interests of the people. He de- 
clared that there are no communications 
of any sort In reference to his letter to 
James Stillman, president of the Na- 
tional City bank. He denies that a con- , 
ference ever took place between him, i 
Ivlt. Stillman and J. Pierpont Morgan in ' 
Philadelphia. 


He said the department had no means 


of preserving conversations, but that 
there had been none which Tvore not , 
fully set forth in his previous report to 1 
the 
fienate. In conclusion he said: ' 


"The treasury department has at no time [ 
held any bond in trust for the Standard ! 
Oil company, nor for any interest other 
than for the depository bank.'c 


Senator Mason (Rep., Ills.) arose soon 


after the senate convened, to a question 
of privilege, and sharply aCtaclcod the 
British government and the British vice 
consul at New Orleans, because of an 
interview in which the vice consul had 
assailed MTr. Mason for the position he 
had taken In behalf of the Transvaal 
republic in its war with Great Britain. 
Mr. Mason attacked not only the con- 
sul, but the policy of Gtoat Britain in 
levying war upon an Inferior nation. 


Mr. Hoar (Hep., Mass.) thought the 


consul's purported remarks ao serious 
that the matter ought to be Investigated 
by the government, hut, at the same 
time, he deprecated any attack upon 
Great Britain, with the people of nhich 
the American people ow;St not only to 


live in peace, but as lov!ngr and devoted 
friends. 


Mr. Lodge (Rep., Mass.) sharply ar- 


raigned the British consul for his ut- 
terances against a United States sen- j 
ator, and believed it ought not lightly 
to be passed. 


Mr. Tillmann (Dem., S. C.) delivered 


•a forqeful and 
quite characteristic 


speech on the Philippine question, in 
which he maintained that this govern- 
ment ought to extend to *he Filipinos 
the right to govern themselves, the 
United States guarding Uiem against 
the aggression of other nations. 


The senate, in executive session, hy a 


vote of 21 to 38, decided not to reconsider 
the vote by which the Samoan treaty 
was ratified. The injunction of secrecy 
was afterwards removed from the vote. 


The senate committee on priv'.leges , 


and elections heard a number of wit- 
nesses on minor points involved in the 
charges against Senator Clark of Mon- 
tana. The protestants withdrew all In- 
timations against J. K. Toole, who with- 
drew from the Montana contest for 
United States senator under circum- 
stances which the protestants at first 
•were inclined to consider suspiciously 
favorable to Mr. Clark. The prosecu- 
tion also declined during th* day to put 
two witnesses on the stand who had 
been summoned at their instance, be- 
cause the men had talked unsatisfac- 
torily since their arrival In Washing- 
ton. 
Both ex-Senator Edmunds and Mr. 


Campbell said it would be unfair to both 
sides to call the witnesses to testify. 


The bill for the reorganization and 


improvement of the weather bureau, 
which includes provision for pensioning 
disabled and aged employes of the ser- 
vice, received a black eye in the house. 
The bill was bitterly fought by the op- 
ponents of civil pension rolls, on ac- 
count of the life tenure provision it 
contained, and It was aide-tracked on 
a test vote of 57 to 73. Although the 
speaker ruled that It remained un- 
finished business, when the house was 
again in committee of the whole, the 
opponents of the measure believe the 
action of yesterday kills It.

Sulzer resolution to Investigate) Sec- 
retary Gage, which the committee on 
rules recommended should be ,ent to 
the ways and means committee, as the 
latter committee has the response of 
the secretary IP. its possession.

Conditions on Which Town Will Agree 


to Annexation to North Adams. 


' The main topic of conversation and 
d'BCUssion in to\vn at present is in re- 
gard to the annexation of that paxt of 
Blackinton which is in this town to 
North Adams, according to the act 
which anpeared in the Transcript yes- 
terday. It would seem that it is the 
opinion of the majority of the business 
men of the town that they would be 
willing to let that part of the town go 
on certain conditions, namely that the 
city of Xorth Adams assume f> part of 
the town debt m accord;ir.ce with the 
•valuation of that, part of the town, 
which might be about one tenth of the 
town. This would mean that they as- 
sume about $6000 of the town's debts. 
The second condition would be that the 
city of Xorth Adams pay a reasonable 
sum for the half of the school house 
which belongs to this town and the 
third would lie that since the people 
living in Blackinton are anxious to be- 
come a part of Xorth Adams and that 
since this town has taken no action in 
the matter they should not be called 
upon to pay one half of the expenses 
incurred in the establishing: of lines 
and suitable monuments as mentioned 
in section 2.

Miss Cora Vadner of North Adams 
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Beaches Formed by Driftwood. 


All Over the World. 


One of the greatest curiosities noted 


by travelers in Alaska is the wonderful 
haven of driftwood on the coast be- 
tween Yakatag and Kyak islands, 
some 1,200 or 1,500 miles northeast 
from Seattle. 
The constant deposit 


of logs and driftwood in this particular 
spot which has been going on for hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of years, is 
due to the phenomena of the tides, the 
Pacific gulf stream, the mysterious 
ocean currents and the peculiar forma- 
tion of the shore lines at that point. 


Logs and timbers are readily identi- 


fied there as having come from Japan, 
China, India and other parts of Asia, 
as well as from California, Washing- 
ton and other parts of the American 
continent There are fine logs of the 
camphor tree, the mahogany, the red- 
wood and the pine in this driftage. 
Some of those from the state of Wash- 
ington contain the names of the men 
who felled the trees and of the saw- 
mills for which they were destined, 
but never reached. Logs eight feet in, 
diameter are in this novel woodyard, 
and some entire trees 150 feet long are 
there, uplifted by the roots, cast into 
the sea by some terrible tempest and 
sent floating round the world. 
Other 


persons on the beach descry big trees 
floating shoreward, 
with 
fantastic 


roots above the waves like some sea 
monster. One beach after another has 
been formed by the floating timbers, 
and a little distance back from the 
shore the deposits are so old that the 
wood in some places is petrified, while 
a little deeper in the earth it has turn- 
ed into coal. The newer logs are with- 
out bark and as hard as stone, due, it 
is thought, to their long immersion in 
salt water. They have all taken on a 
whitish 
appearance. 
In places tha 


timbers are piled 20 feet high; at otber 
points they rise to a height of only 
four or five feet 


Under this wonderful beach are found 


large quantities of dark, ruby sand, 
rich in fine particles of gold, for the 
separation of which no successful proc- 
ess has yet been discovered.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

concerning him, 'Well done, good and 
faithful servant' Strong as this state- 
ment of the case is it is not by any 
means an overstatement. 


"Mr. Sheldon is a dreamer. He has 


a strong, original and prolific imagina- 
tion. He is a remarkable dreamer—a 
genius. Thus endowed he is of neces- 
sity an idealist. 
His specialty is in 


the direction of philanthropy. While 
Echolars in seminaries are speculating 
concerning sociological problems Mr. 
Sheldon is experimenting, and as he 
dreams of the ideal possibility he puts 
pen to paper and produces scientific 
romance. 


"He is a Christian socialist, like Mr. 


Ford's 'Peter Stirling.' He.is a 'prac- 
tical idealist' As his standard of Ufa 
Is the Christ who assumed humanity 
to show man what to be and how to 
lire, he naturally applies his Christian 
faith and power of idealization to the 
practical application of Christ and his 
ideas to the age in which he lives. I 
have not yet seen any adverse criticism 
concerning 'In His Steps' which I 
have been able to fully approve. 


"It was like Mr. Sheldon to dream 


of an ideal Christian paper, and it is a 
fortunate thing the proprietor of The 
Capital consented to give him ample 
opportunity to make a new experiment 
in journalism. We all look with great 
interest to the experiment of a week of 
Christian wisdom and spirit put into 
the secular journalism pf the age."

Several New York ministers were in- | 


terviewed on the newspaper plans of 
• 


the Rev. Mr. Sheldon of Topeka and ' 
asked their opinions as to the probable : 
results. The Rev. E. W. Warren said: 


"The conception of 'In His Steps' is 


at best an exaggerated ideal, and to 
edit a paper along the lines suggested 
in that work is impossible. The Rev. 
Mr. Sheldon Is going backward instead 
of forward when he undertakes a proj- 
ect of that kind. Such a policy would 
have obtained in a paper published In 
the first century, but assuredly not for 
one published iti the nineteenth cen- 
tury. If the Saviour should come on 
earth today, he would adapt himself 
to present conditions, and his teach- 
ings would apply differently to existing 
conditions, although 
the' princinles 


would, of course, be the same."

MllTFnnkee Man Will Knee Strange 


Craft on Pevranliee knife. 


William Meyer of Milwaukee, who 


lias a summer home on Pewaukoe lake, 
will sail in an aquatic novelty next 
summer, having ordered a yaclu which 
will bft built of aluminium. The new 
craft is now in process of construction 
at Racine by the Racine Pont Manu- 
facturing company and w:ll be com- 
pleted in about two months at a cost 
approximating $600. says the Chicago 
Inter Ocean. 
Mr. Meyer is confident 


that he has solved the question of 
yacht construction for inland lake 
usage, and 
his experiment will be 


watched with a good deal of interest 
by Wisconsin yachtsmen. 


Mr. Meyer "fcays be expects to have a 


yacht which will ^6 considerably light- 
er tban if constructed of wood and will 
not increase in weight as the season 
progresses owing to its immersion in 
water. 
With the advent of lightly 


constructed craft for racing on the in- 
land lakes of the middle west so much 
has been sacrificed by the builders to 
attain that desideratum that the boats 
have barely sur?ived one season, and 
by using aluminium sheathing in place 
of light timber Mr. Meyer expects to 
secure strength as well as lightness, as 
the framework will be strengthened 
by trusses similar to those employed 
in stiffening the Lipton cup challenger 
prior to her journey across the Atlantic 
last summer. 
Instead cf building a 


marine railway to haul the yacht out 
of the water after each race the boat 
will be left at anchor when not in use, 
as aluminium does not corrode. 


The new craft has been modeled 


closely after the pshkosh sloop Argo, 
in which Commodore Gates of the Osh- 
kosli Yacht club beat everything afloat 
at the annual regatta of the Inland 
Lakes Yachting association on Lake 
Wiunebago last August, but the floor 
of the Pewaukee creation will be flat, 
the belly, so noticeable in the Argo, 
being eliminated, but the overall, wa- 
ter line and beam measurements will 
be retained. Four sheets of aluminium 
will be sufficient to sheathe the frame- 
work of the hull, which is 36 feet in 
length, and the entire weight of the 
metal sheathing is only 139 pounds. 
Thirteen gauge sheathing is being 
used, and the metal is so pliable that 
the boatbuilders are having no trouble 
in shaping it to conform with the lines 
they desire to carry out. 


It is expected that the launching of 


the aluminium craft on Pewaukee lake 
next spring will mark a new departure 
in the construction of racing machines, 
and yacht builders,naval architects and 
yachtsmen in the vicinity of Milwau- 
kee are in a state of expectancy over 
the prospects. If the innovation proves 
successful, there wiU be a revolution 
in small yacht building in the west. 
Mr. Meyer and his sons, who are vet- 
eran navigators, are confident that

Normal School Students Learn How to 


Make a Newspaper 


Readers of the Transcript who noted 


in yesterday's issue evidences of 
the 


influence of finer hands at the lead- 
pencils, linotype keys, galleys 
and 


stereotype brushes, than those which 
usually wield these implements of pub- 
lic instruction, will be interested to 
know that 
the issue was prepaVed 


under the immediate supervision of US 
young women from the state normal 
school. The class.in American history 
and politics, under Professor Lyman 
R. Allen, decided some time ago 
to 


make a thuiough investigation of the 
various institutions that 
affect 
th« 


public welfare, and at the last city 
election learned some of the ways of 
the American voter at one of the poll- 
ing' places. They next visited some of 
the manufacturing establishments, and 
then decided to K-arn all aboat editing 
and publishing a newspaper, and were 
gladly extended an invitation to in- 
spect tht complete equipment of the 
Transcript. 


Accordingly the class, with Professors 


Allen and Charles H. Stearnr., made a 
raid on the office about 3 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, and investigated the 
mysterious process that an item of 
news goes through from the time it 
comes into the office by way of a re- 
porter's notebook until it goes out, a 
part of the completed newspaper. 


The Transcript force had been given 


a few hoars' notice of the nromised 
invasion, and the1 foreman of the com- 
posing' room had firmly expressed his 
conviction that he could lift type as 
nervily as ever with a hundrec young 
women looking at him, while the ma- 
chine operators alleged that nothing 
could equal their speed under inspec- 
tion. The office devil asked for time in 
which to go-out and secure a new neck- 
tie, but this was firmly denied him. As 
for the reporters, they asserted that 
not even a Main streot fire could take 
them out of the office while they were 
doing the honors. 


The members of the party 
began 


their tour in the editorfal rooms, but 
aside from a few maps of South Africa 
there was little to interest them there. 
The linotypes and the art of "making- 
up" a form were next investigated, 
where the young women learned to pi 
type, ink proofs, set ads, and in fact 
do everything that is necessary to 
make a paper. From here they follow- 
ed the last form to the - stereotyping 
room, three floors below, and saw the 
type reproduced in the paper matrix 
and then in the metal cylinder, and 
finally learned how to start a perfect- 
ing press and do papers up for delivery. 


All in all, the young women express- 


ed themselves as confident that in the 
polling place and newspaper office they 
h.id acquired much valuable informa- 
tion as to "how. the other half lives," 
and that practically the only thing 
needed now was to inspect the police 
station, the town farm and the county 
jail.

The overseers of the poor of northern 


Berkshire, including this city and the 
•various) towns about, are considering 
the plan of suggesting a county or- 
ganization of the overseers, to include 
the almoner of this city and Pittsfield 
and the overscara of the Door in all 
tho towns. There is now a state organ- 
ization 
of the 
kind, but 
it meets 


in Boston, and a few of the Berkshire 
county overseers can attend while of 
course no local cases can be discussed. 


The :>lan has been talked over to 


some extent, and those who have ex- 
pressed an opinion have been favorably 
impressed with the plan. 
Ir. is prob- 


able that the official of the central 
and southern parts of the county will 
soon be communicated v.'ith in regard 
to it. The Pitts-field authorities have 
been consulted and favor the plan. 


The 
idea 
is 
to 
have 
meetings 


once a month or so, where cases 
that interest the various to\vns of the 
county may be talked over, and in this 
\\'ay the various overseers become fa- 
miliar with the methods of the others. 


There are many cases of p«r:ons and 


families who move from om; town in 
the county to another, and who in, ^a^h 
apply for aid. When these people are 
taken ill and require constant care the 
question of where they have a resi- 
dence is sometimes hard to determine, 
and towns where the family have been 
Iceated can sometimes throw light on 
their pilgrimages. 


Probably there is nio line of work in 


the cities and towns except the police 
dc-Dartnu-Pts, whero thori- i.s so much 
need of a thorough u derstar.diiv of 
the work of other places nearby, anil 
\\here frequent conferences of this kiiJ 
would accomplish mo e. 


A plan which has been talked oc m 


the same connection, and which woull 
probably be' brought before the asso- 
ciation if one is formed, is that of 
establishing a county home for children 
whose parents are unable tc care for 
them. There are several such homes 
in the state, as state institutions, but 
entrance to 
these 
is' forbidden 
to 


children whose parents have a settle- 
ment in any town of the state and 
who are still living. 


Among those who have talked this 


matter over it has seemed wise in 
many respects and worthy at least of 
consideration for many reasons. 
In 


this city, for example, tnere are many 
instnaces of families where the par- 
ents are unable to care for all their chil- 
dren avrf at the same time support 
themsafc'-'s and the other children,. 


A mother frequfntly applies for aid 


for herself and family of four or five 
children. The city is not able'to give 
enough to keep all the children as 
should be done, while the 
mother, 


while caring for them all is unable to 
do as much work for "her own support 
as she could if she had only one or 
two to care for. 


If in such a case there was an in- 


stitution where all but one or two of 
the children could be sent to be well 
cared for, the mother would be able to 
support hersolf and those that are left, 
while at the same time she would not 
lose the children who were sent away, 
as they could return to her at any time 
when it seemed advisable. 


This would save the city the cost 


of caiing for the mother, while on the 
same amount that was given her the 
city could pay 
the expenses of the 


children at the school. At such an in- 
stitution the children -uovM be cared 
for and at the same time given ele- 
mentary education, and taught most of 
all to learn the value of economy, and 
how to conduct a home. Of this latter, 
many of those who apply to the city or 
towns for aid are woefully ignorant. 


As a result of this method of work, 


the children who are in the school 
would be sent out with more respect 
for themselves and better able to care 
for themselves in the world than if they 
were brought up at home, and the 
mother and the children she kept with 
her would be in a greater measure free 
from, the passive mood of helplessness 
which is, inspired by continued charity. 


The value of some plan that would 


educate the children above their in- 
stinctive feeling that charity was due 
them can be seen in the fact that 
many of the paupers who are applying 
for city aid today are children of those 
who were similarity helped by 
thP 


town in years gone by. 


There- are many other cases where a 


place to which children could be sent 
aside from a state institution would 
be of great aid in caring for the poor 
of the covuty. 


It is estimated that the expense to 


the cities and towns in caring for the 
children in this way would not be 
greater than the expense now borne in 
aiding families where the children are 
kept at home and prevent the mother 
from doing work for herself. 
The ex- 


pense of the institution would be borne 
by the cities and towns in proportion 
to the number sent it from each place. 


The pian has not been formally pro- 


posed and is so far simply under dis- 
cussion. To carry it out would in all 
probability require permission, from 
the legislature, but it is similar to 
homes conducted by the counties of 
other states, and in many places has 
worked extremely well.
